• wealth flows \rom year to year.

There is the recent tabulation of 1928 income 


tax figures. It shows an increase in number 6f 
incomes of a million dollars or over from 290 to 
496; an increase from 11 to 24 in thev number of 
persons whose annual incomes exceed $5,dob,(JpO; 
an increase from 33,695 to 42,613 ufcthe' number 
of persons whose incomes exceed $50%,boo a year! 


A far more important "redding" on this bar- 


ometer is that showing an increase of 13,000 in 
incomes from $10,000 to $25,000, of 20,500 in in- 
comes frok $10,000 to $40,000 and of nearly a 
million in the number of men and women re- 
porting incomes from $3,000 to $5,000 -a year. 


-Accumulation of great wealth .as indicated 


in the income tax figures somewhat sensational- 
ly overshadows' other phases no less important 
to the nation. Considering the larger popula- 
tion of millionaires apart from the much greater 
jump made by incomes in the lower brackets, 'it. 
would appear .that wealth is becoming concen- 
trated with the few. The report taken as a 
whole, proves, on the contrary, that a wider dis- 
tribution of wealth is being'effected.
